CUBBING — how it all began

Smaller boys wished to become 
scouts. ‘B.P.’ saw at once that a 
flood of small boys as Scouts would 
have the effect of making it the “ Kids 
game ’’ some on-iookers taunted it with 
being, and of alienating the older boy, 
Of these smali boys he wrote in the 
Headquarters Gazette for January 1914: 
‘‘ They are apt to overstrain themselves 
in trying to do the same work as bigger 
boys in the same uniform.” Although 
_ Wolf Cubs were not officially recognised 
till 1916, after two years of experiment 
‘B.-P.’ had the answer by the end of 
1914 and so the younger boys were 
given a Law and Promise, just high 
enough for them to read and grasp; 
they were given in the first and second 
start tests a path of progress to walk 
along as their brothers did with their 
second and first-class tests; and in 
place of the romantic background of 
explorer and pioneer and “‘peace Scouts’, 
the little boys were given their own 
romantic background of the Jungle. 
With a characteristic touch of genius 
Baden-Powell took Kipling’s Jungle 
Stories and made them a parable. 

In August 1936 the first National 
Conference tor Cub Scouters was held 
at Campbell College, Belfast, and 
guests were welcomed from other parts 
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of the Commonwealth and from a few 
foreign countries. Two years later the 
first International Wolf Cub Leader’s 
Conference was held at Gilwell Park 
and attended by representatives from 
twenty-five different parts of the 
world. N. D. Power, Miss Veera 
Barclay played a notable part followed 
by J. F. Colquhoun, Headquarters 
Commissioner for Wolf Cubs, who 
gave energetic and understanding help 
to the Section for many years. 

In 1956 a second International Cub 
Conference was held in Edinburgh a 
gay occasion under the Scottish Blue 
and Silver Sky. There had been the 
merited if expected tribute to Cubbing : 
You are the people, ‘“ Lord Rowallan 
said, ‘“‘who start little boys on the trail 
of happiness, in service to others.” 

In 1956 the Cubs celebrated their 
fortieth birth-day with innumerable good 
turns anda camp at Gilwell where many 
well famed in Cubbing over the years 
came with younger generations to be 
happy in reminiscing despite one of 
the wettest week-ends of a rainy year. 

The Jubilee year: 1957 was Golden 
year--the Centenary of B.—P’s birth 
the Jubilee of Scouting 30,000 cubs 
arrived at the Sutton Park. No less 
than twenty-three special trains were 
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put on by the British Railways to cope 1966 Cub Jubilee year (1916-1966) 


with the situation; 10,000 cubs came let us celebrate the event in a fitting 
by special coaches and more came in manner. 50 years of cubbing. Cub 
by other means. Golden Jubilee.

Romance and adventure of Sea Scoutmaster’s 
Training, Karwar 


The fun, the thrill, the romance and 
the adventure of sea—It can never be 
forgotten in life-time by those who 
attended the Sea Scoutmasters’ Train- 
ing course held at Karwar in the month 
of May 1966. 


The campers had the privilege of 
living under canvas just a few yards 
from the sea which helped the course 
in many ways to have their multifarious 
activities. So many varieties of boats 
were available to the campers apart 
from easily accessible steam launches 
supplied by the port authorities which 
added to the variety and splendour of 
sea activities. The calm and courageous 
campers manoeuvred the boat 
themselves as experts on a rough sea 
in several of the boat trips. To quote 
some interesting instances ? 


1. A boat to carry 6 persons was 
towed to a nearby beach (3 miles) by 
a steam launch. The sea was rough. 
The trainees steered the boat, the bow 
of which was just an inch from the 
water, back to the camp very coura- 
geously carrying 11 persons with an 
absolute non-swimmer on the boat. 


2. From Anjadev a scout with the 
help of another person paddled his 
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—H. Y. RAMAIAH 


canoe to Bindige three miles of the 
Anjadev Islands to bring some commo- 
dity for the camp and returned again 
on a rough sea at 10 O’clock in the 
night with no land-marks clearly visible 
to him except the light of the camp 
fire. 


These are a few of the instances. A 
good number of these helped the cam- 
pers to remember the Sea man’s pro- 
mise and the Scout Law every moment 
of his life at the course which was a 
very good success due to the unstinted 
cooperation of all — we cannot but 
remember the cooperation of Sea 
fisherman for their timely help and 
cooperation by lending their boats 
whenever necessary. 


Can there be a better thrill than 
when persons in the boat were thrown 
out of it by huge waves and the 


scouters smiling and searching for their 


canoe and oars? 


Or when the campers were sleeping 
on the beach on an isolated island when 
at night the sea—water came stealthily 
to kiss their feet ? 


Or when the crabs were giving com- 
pany by walking all over their body 
when sleeping and forced scouters to 
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shift from place to place to find new 
friends awaiting them ? 


Or when Scouters were thrown on to 
the beach while searching shells to 
make them into woggles to take them 
as a memento ? 


Or enjoying peacefully the high and 
angry sea fighting against the rocks of 
Anjadev Islands removing the bullet 
marks caused by our valiant seaman at 
the time of liberation of Goa? 


Or when having campfire on the 
beach in the company of beacon from 
light-house and the roar of the sea? 


Or when meeting a President Scout 
on Cargo ship from Greece ? 


All said and done—How was the 
Sea Scoutmasters’ Training camp? It 
can be very simply said, ‘* Simply 
Grand.” 

Thanks to these adventurous seaman 
who dared to go on sea, inventing new 
vessels and knots, paving way for 
conquering the sea, which has helped 
us in the camp to move about on the sea 
fearlessly and bravely getting courage 
always which made the  scouters 
better men in the camp and better ones 
to fulfill their obligations to their 
nation through future citizens on whose 
shoulder the honour of the country lies.

My experiences of 


WATER FRONT COURSE 


Sth to 19-6-1966 


| 


On the morning of 29th May, 1966 
I left Bangalore for Srinagar by train. 
The journey from Pathankot to Srinagar 
by bus was a pleasant journey. The 
Scenic beauty of the place amores any- 
one. Crossing many bridges, lakes and 
tunnels we made our way to Srinagar. 
The tunnels built by Germans have 
wonderful yellow lights which attracts 
anyone who passes that way. 

The total number of campers were 
20 and out of them 9 were Rangers. 
One from Mysore, 2 from Delhi and 
6 from Bengal. Among the 11, one 
Rover from Mysore, 1 Scout Master 
each from Delhi and Andhra Pradesh. 
1 ADC and one District Scouter from 
Maharastra, 2 Rovers from W. Rly, 
2 Scout Masters from E. Rly. and 2 
from S.E. Rly. The age of the men 
were between 28-38. The expenditure 
incurred by them was borne by their 
district or State and their leave was 
treated as on official duty. 


Training: We were taught the 
modern techniques of swimming by the 
teaching staff Mr. Surjit Singh from 
YMCA, Mr. Affandi a local Scout 
Master and Miss Anima Dutt from 
Bengal.

The main object of this course was 
to teach how to rescue people from 
drowning and to bring out those who are 
drowned. In order to achieve perfec- 
tion it is good to know a few points. 

The person trying to rescue should 
personally be a good swimmer, other- 


wise he may be the second victim. As — 


soon as the rescuer finds a _ person 
drowning he should remove his clothes 


within a split minute and approach the 
person by a surface dive and free style. 


as it consumes less time. When he 
reaches the spot he should try to turn 
him round and by holding his chin, 
cover the distance by adopting ‘Side 
Stroke”. If the drowned tries to catch 
hold of the rescuer he should immedi- 
ately dive and by twisting the legs of 
the person and turn his body so that 
his back comes in front of the rescuer, 
with one hand above water to avoid 
water getting into his belly and sup- 
porting his back with the other hand 
should cover the distance by adopting 
‘Back Stroke’’. If the rescuer by chance 
has a rope, he can tie ‘Bowline-on-the 
Bait to the waist, he can start swim- 


ming and thus rescue the person. He 
should see that the knot comes at the 
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back to facilitate easy swimming. If 
the rescuer does not know swimming 
he can adopt non-swimming skills i.e., 
after tying a bowline at the end and 
coiling the rope he can throw it to ithe 
person drowning or a _ rubber tube 
having air so that he catches it and 
saves himself. The use of boats comes 
under special rescue methods. Free 
style is advocated for attaining speed 


and breast stroke for underwater 
Swimming while back stroke for 
relaxing. 


After the victim is rescued, his extra 
clothes should be removed. His mouth 
and nostrils should be cleaned to allow 
the air to enter his lungs freely. Ii he 
is unconscious the water should be 
removed from his body which can be 
done by bending—over your thighs so 


» that his belly is pressed and the water 


is forced Schafers or Holger 
Neilson’s method of artificial respira- 
tion could be adopted and if there are 
wounds, Mouth to Mouth respiration 
method can be adopted. The person 
should be covered with blankets to 
warm up his body and a hot cup of 
coffee after he regains his consciousness 
would help him a lot. 


We used to have our campfire every 
day and we used to enjoy them. All 
the campers freely participated and if 
not, they were forced to join by our 
Camp Commandant. I learnt Hindi, 
Bengali, Kashmiri, English, Ceylonese, 
French and German songs to some 
extent. 
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Kit inspection was a daily feature 
and most of the days we won and by 
ageregate marks also. It was due to 
the honest efforts put in by Mr. Roy of 
Bengal and myself. We were also good 
at games. 


As regards the individual perfor- 
mance, I got the maximum marks 
among Rovers for maintaining disci- 
pline and the maintenance of log book. 
Mr. Banerjee of Calcutta won in the 
practicals. 

Accomodation: First Class house- 
boat charges Rs. 60/- per day _ per 
couple. One can also stay at Youth 
Hostel ior a maximum period of a 
fortnight by paying 50 paise per day. 

Curious: As regards purchases, one 
can buy Fur and leather goods, Wooden 
Carvings and good baskets, Shawls and 
over-coats, Nandas and Gumbas i.e., 
matteresses and carpets, Kashmiri Silk 
Sarees and Jewels. I[t is better to make 
the purchases at the Government Depot. 


Places worth visiting are Shalimar, 
Nishad and Chasmashahi Gardens, 
Haravan Water Works, Gulmurg and 
Khilan marg, Chandwadi and Patelgav 
and Shankaracharya’s hill. 

Kashmir is a wonder land with its 
beautiful mountains, rivers, lakes and 
I enjoyed my every minute of my stay. I 
never knew how I spent my 17 days 
which ticked by, just like 17 minutes. 
I am very grateful to the authorities of 
the Mysore State Scout Headquarters 
for having afforded me an opportunity 
to attend this course,
